Specific  guidelines  are:  Eat  a variety  of-  foods;  maintaiir! ideal 
weight;  avoid  too  much  fat,  saturated  fat^:and  ch^esterol^  eat 
foods  with  adequate  starch  and  fiber;  avo§i  too  much  sugari  avoid 
too  much  sodium;  and  (get  this)  if  you  drink  alcohol,  do  so  in 
moderation. 

Whether  anyone  follows  those  suggestions  depends  on  individuals... 
our  point  really  is  to  plug  the  booklet.  It's  a fine  design 
job,  four  colors  in  20  pages  and  easy  to  read.
